The president of the Senate, nu<l fictiug 


vice president of tho United States, will 
jave a duty to perform on tho itth of Feb- 
ruary—tlio day for counting tho doctoral 
YOtes—transcending iu importance, consid- 
ering all tho circumslfiuces, nny responsi- 
bility deTolving upon that ofiiciid ninco the 
organization of tho federal government. JJy 
tho constitution of the United States, tho 
certificates of the electoral vote of each 
state aro transmitted, sealed, to the scat of 
government, directed to tho president of 
iba Senate. He is, by a law of GongrosR.tho 
Gustodifm of tho electoral votes of tho states 
from tho first "Wednesday in January (at 
which time all the certificates must bo in 
bis hands) until tho second Wednesday of 
February, when ''the said certificates, or so 
many of thorn as shall have boon received, 
shall then be opened, tho votes counted, 
and tho persons who ahull fill tho offices of 
president and vice president ascertained and 
declared, agresnbly to tho constitution." 
This must 
bo dono iii 
the 
presence 


of 
tha 
two bouses, 
' 'agreeably 
to 


tbo 
constitution," 
which provides that 


tho 
president of tho senate "shall open 


all tho certificates." 
Tho even division 


of the two parties in tho country enforces 
tho necessity of placing the electoral certifi- 
cates in uncb custody ns the country will ac- 
knowledge to bo unpartiRan, impartial, pure 
and abovo suspicion. Furthermore, prece- 
dents without number give tha president of 
the Senate tho sole power of counting tho 
electoral votos. If he is to wield that an- 
thority, how nbsolutoly indispensable it is 
that he should bo a man in. whom the whole 
country can and does rcposa confidence. 
Such a rule would cut off Vico President 
Ferry, and necessitate his resignation, how- 
ver successful he may bo in tbo discharge 


of the general duties of the vico presidency. 
Mr. Ferry can do o great sorvico to llio Jin- 
publican party and tho people nt large by re- 
signing Ins position before tho sixth of next 
February. Should h« do BO, bis successor 
must bo a senator having n reputation for 
atntesmanehip rather tban political intrigue, 
and possessed of auch qualities, both of 
mind and character, tbat bis action, what- 
ever it may be, will command tho nnsont. of 
tho mass of dispassionate American citi- 
y.eiiB.~l]loston Transcript.

To begin with, it can bo seen at ft glnnco 


;hat tho geographical situation of tho Turk- 
ish Empire is, to the highest degree, fltrnte- 
[jiually strong. 
It cnmmanda

inland ocean of Iho Black Koa, it stands 
astrido its eutrauco at llio Boaphorns, and it 
cuuiiuauilB Orneco from tho landward and 
Jie seaward. 
In tho height of Turkish 


power, tho Moslem JCuipiro was a constant 
throat to Vienna, to Yenico nud to Homo. 
But, under decay, (Jreeco has won lior inde- 
pendence, and Kounmnin and Sorvift on the 
north havo beon granted virtual self-govern- 
meut, thuir Kolo obligation to tho sultan 
being an annual but not onerous tribute. On 
Lho side of tho Black sea, another influence 
has Hprung up within this century to assist 
in tho maintenance of Turkish lupremacy. 
That influence is tho English jealousy of 
JIussia. Russia is tho progros9ive,ambitioua 
and absorbing power of tho East, as Turkey 
is tho decadant, apathetic and dissolving 
[)owur. England, with nor vast interests in 
India, and keenly alivo to Iho fact that tho 
Black sea is likely to be ono of the avenues 
to Asia, prefers that its possession should 
bo in tho hands of a neutral find passive 
power rather than in those of a hostile and 
aggressive empire liko Russia. But thia is a

—a Russia peninsula extending into tho 
Black Sea, and tho Beat of a powerful naval 
arsenal and fortress.was wrested from Russia 
nud Russia accepted limitations to har rights 
of navigation of those waters. When Germany 
had France by the throat, in 1871, Russia 
snapped her liugf-rs in tho face of England, 
and said she would no longer be bound by 
that provision of the treaty of Paris,—aud 
she isn't. The fruit of the Crimean war 
turned to ashes in the mouth of England, 
BO vain is it in (his work! to insist tbat the 
shams shall be laboriously fought for and 
set up iu place of realities. 


So much for geography ami strategy, now 


for the questions of race. European Turkey 
has a mule Moslem population of 1,800,00(1, 
and a non-JUOBlom of L', 100,000. Women 
are not counted in tbe Turkish census or 
anywhere else in the Turkish system, but it 
can be seen from this that tho population of 
European Turkey is about four-sevenths 
Christian; in some districts it is two-thirda 
Christian. 
Tlio Turkish Government is 


despotic and bad. It has been BO bad in 
Roumauia aud Sorvia that those countries 
have been practically permitted self-govern- 
ment, under princes of their own choice. 
These principalities are not included iu tho 
above count of population. Turkish govern- 
ment at lougth got so bad in Bosnia and 
Iler/.egovinn, two other provinces, that the 
Christians could uot stand it, nud they 
revolted, Europe taking « languid interest. 
Tho Christians of all tbese provinces we 
have mentioned belong to tbo Siavo or 
Slavonic race, tbo snmo as the Russians and 
(he Servians. Ilenco warm sympathy was 
aroused among all these peoples, as, iu (his 
country, tho Colts want to pitch 
into 


Cnnftdn, whenever tho cause of England 
seems oppressive toward Ireland.

Montenegro 


has been successful in her campaign, but 
the Servians, notwithstanding thousands of 
Russians volunteered in their assistance, 
have been beaten. In tlio midst of this 
war, tho additional Christian province of 
Bulgaria having flbowu some signs of revolt, 
tho Turkish army massacred thousands of 
the inhabitant!*, with such brutalities of lust 
and blood as we need uot recall. English 
public sentiment, shocked by this terrible 
spectacle, and angry with their own gov- 
ernment for their ignorant and tardily- 
confessed complicity, haa refused fo bo 
aroused iu favor of Turkey. 
Russia, on tho 


othor hand, equally moved iu heart nt tho 
Bulgarian ntro'citiea, end vastly encouraged 
in ambition by tho division of the English 
people, has taken tho lead in demanding 
satisfaction for these outrages, and has even 
threatened to occupy tho sacked provinces 
with armies, if they ars not guaranteed tbo 
utmost protection nnd reparation by the 
porto. Had England insisted on an equally 
decisive policy, she would havo forestalled 
tlia demand of Russia. But, as it now 
stands, &1io is obliged to see her own pur- 
pose forced on Turkey by Russia, without 
the heart or tho disposition to advise Turkey 
to reject it. Mr. Gladstone, on tho othor 
hand, claims that, had ho been iu power, he 
would havo boldly forced Turkey to tho 
same step, nnd so retained tho leadership of 
tho eastern quefition. 


There is, therefore, ft conference of diplo- 


mats about to assemble at Constantinople 
to scttlo tho new relations of these oppressed 
provinces to Iho sultan. 
If euch reforms 


are granted as secure them immunity from 
tho cruelty and injustice of tho_Turkish tax- 
gatherer and magistrate, Russia will accept 
tho results probably. 
But sho means to 


disclose her purpose nnd preparation of war, 
if Turkey shrinks from giving full satis- 
faction. 


In any event, therefore, wo are likely to 


soo the gradual disintegration of the Turk- 
ish empire go on, and tho aggrandizement 
of Russian influence in tho cast,—an influ- 
ence which England is henceforth likely to 
cultivate alliance with, rather than distrust: 
of.

relations of Russia to her Indian empire an 
placidly as sho looks upon tho contiguity of 
Canada and tho United States.—[SpriiiRliohl

general belief at the uoith that tho southern 
states, especially in the cotton growing belt, 
were prosperous, and were gradually wiping 
off their indebtedness. 
But late wtutistics 


point tha other way. 
The property valua- 


tion of Florida on Jaiuiary 1st, 
187(1, was 


only .$3;7,000,000. At the close of the Re- 
bellion the state debt was §221,000. and it 
is now 515,700,000, or forty h've per cent, of 
the total value of property., Tho valuation 
in South Carolina is Sl.1t,000,000. 
The 


state debt at the close of the war was a trifle 
over$r>,000,000. It is now $30,000,000, or 
thirty per cent, of the valuation. 


Tho poverty of the south at the termina- 


tion of the war was extreme. 
All her re- 


•ources were exhausted, her people were 
bankrupt, and to liRoin nnft«r gyerybody run 
in deb;. 
A majority of the states fell into 


the hands of corrupt carpet-baggers and 
illiterate black men. Extravagance ran riot, 
taxation was doubled, nud the result is a 
mountain of indebtedness. The cotton pro- 
ducing states have raised large crops, but 
the increased coat of cultivation, it is said, 
has left but Email profits. 
Our southern 


friends will havo to economize, 
increase 


their crops, and live within thair mesas. 
That is the only way to got out of debt.
